Approach to math adding up 


Though math scores are lower than those 1 in English, Andover gets high marks 


By Judy Wakefield 

Andover students’ perfor- 
mances on a statewide test of 
English and math skills add up to 
good news for the town. 

However, while Andover’s 
grades in both areas are among 
the best in the state, Andover still 
needs to solve the same problem 
as the rest of the state: Why are 
its students’ scores noticeably 
lower in math than in English? 

Most of Andover’s schools 
scored in the 90s in English but 
in the 80s in math. (Only one 
school — Sanborn Elementary — 
bucked the trend, and Sanborn 
scored a 90 in math.) For exam- 
ple, Doherty Middle School 
scored 13 points lower in math 
than English, and South Elemen- 
tary School scored nine points 
lower in math than English. 

The new education report is 
part of President Bush’s No 
Child Left Behind education ini- 
tiative. His goal is for all states to 
have students performing at a

Computing math- English gap 

The math grades in Andover 
are still very good, as the town 
places in the top category when 
compared to communities 
around the state. 

But again, all communities in 
the state followed the same pat- 
tern of earning better scores in 
English than in math. Why? 
Local educators said it comes 
down to the nature of the MCAS 
math test. Students either know 
how to solve the math problems 
or they don’t. 

“In English, reading and writ- 
ing is essential and if you didn’t 
cover a topic in class, you can 
still read and write an answer,” 
said Donna Pappalardo, math 
and science program advisor at 
Andover High School. “But, the 
math test is discipline-specific. 
Students are asked to do a higher 
level of math in geometry and 
algebra. You have to know the 
material.”

How many kids 


are ‘at risk’? 
AHS students reveal habits

Fewer Andover kids drink, smoke cigarettes or marijuana 
and have sex than is typical in the average Massachusetts 
school. But Andover High kids’ alcohol and pot use still 
plagues Andover Schools Health Coordinator Dave Nichols. 

“With a more liberal view of 


marijuana, we’re seeing more 
usage among kids,” he said. 
Higher marijuana usage is a 
statewide trend according to 
the Youth Risk Behavior Sur- 
vey. Its 2001 results were made 
public this week. In Andover, 
the percentage of students 
using pot jumped from 24 to 29 
percent from 2000-2001. The 
State average has been 31 per- 


cent since 1997. 


Nichols believes that the 
trend comes from a cultural 
relaxing of attitudes about mar- 
ijuana. Massachusetts precincts 
voted to decriminalize marijua- 
na use in a non-binding ballot 
question in the November elec- 
tion. The Andover precincts 
that took part in the vote also

At Sanborn School, students 
went fr6m an 85.9 math score 
two years ago to 90.1 in the lat- 
est round of performance rat- 
ings. That score was the highest 
math score for any elementary 
school in Merrimack Valley, 
according to the state data. 

“What it says is that we are 
on track with what we do,” said 
Sanborn principal Steve 
Jankauskas, referring to the 
Everyday Math curriculum. 

But, he also said one student 
failed and a few students scored 
in the “needs improvement” cat- 
egory in the spring 2002 testing. 

“This is really not about the 
scores. It’s about skills,” 
Jankauskas said. “We are work- 
ing with these students, as our 
current goal is to have no stu- 
dents in ‘needs improvement.” 

While Andover math scores 
are among the top in the state, 
many other districts did not fare 
as well. As a result, the state 
education commissioner has 
called for a math revolution. 

“T think we need almost a 
revolution in the way mathemat- 
ics are taught and learned,” Edu- 
cation Commissioner David P. 
Driscoll said when performance 
ratings went public last week. 

In Andover, some educators 
believe the good scores show 
that a math revolution is already 
underway here. Following the 
first round of MCAS test results, 
all schools created reports, tar- 
geting problem areas.

Math scores may be lower 
than English scores when it 
comes to Andover’s MCAS 
grades, but the math scores 
| for local tenth-graders 
jumped significantly from 
spring 2000 to 2002. 

Data from the state 
Department of Education 
shows Andover High tenth- 
graders earned a 77.5 rating 
in math two years ago. The 
most recent state results, 
released last week, show that 
Andover jumped to 88.2 
when tenth-graders were test- 
ed in 2001. That’s an increase 
of 10.7 points. The score put 
| Andover into the “above tar- 
get” category in the state, 
meaning Andover High math 
students exceeded the gains 
| sought by state education 
| officials. The state hoped for 
at least a 2.6 point gain for 
communities during the two 
year period and Andover 
gained nearly 11 points. 

Donna Pappalardo, math 
and science program adviser, 
said her department looked at 
specifics and sub-scores 
when she got the results of 
the MCAS math tests from

the first round of testing held 
in spring 2000. She and her 
math team reviewed MCAS 
questions and targeted ques- 
tions that gave students the 
most trouble. Math teachers 
worked to cover problem 
areas. 

“We talked about the skills 
used and asked if we needed 
to rewrite the curriculum,” 
she said. “We digested the 
information and worked on 
developing strengths and 
weaknesses.” 

MCAS tutoring was 
offered after school and dur- 
ing the summer. She did not 
know how many students 
took part in those classes. 

But the strategy clearly 
paid off. While the state is 
looking to beef up math 
scores, Andover High is 
already a leader of the pack. 
This year’s 88.2 math score 
puts it among the top 10 
scores in the state. 

Andover High’s English 
scores are also impressive. 
This year’s 91.1 score is up 
from 81.8 scored in spring 
2000, a 9.3 increase.

“It’s not that fashion- 
able to smoke in Andover,” said 
Nichols, but he added that the 
same taboo doesn’t exist for 
alcohol. “That kills us,” he said. 

Sexual activity among AHS 
students is significantly lower 
than the state average. 28.8 per- 


cent said they had sex, compared 
to 44.3 percent statewide. 

Nichols believes that 
Andover’s health program is 
responsible for the better results 
and that health teachers should 
be recognized for the success. 
“No one has these results. Let’s 
be proud of that,” he said. 

The newest trend in the 
Andover health program, a pro- 
gram that Nichols is constantly 
rewriting to stay ahead of the 
risk curve, are activities that 


force kids to decide how they 
would act if placed in a danger- 
ous situation. Students are asked 
to declare how they would 
respond if someone at a party 
passed out from drinking. 

“It pushes them into deci- 
sions, it’s a new way of think- 
ing,” he said. 

If students don’t decide to 
inform a parent or call for med- 
ical help, the health teacher can 
use the opportunity to educate 
them to the dangers, he says.

also voted for the new tax factor. 
Mary K. Lyman and Ted

“We spend a lot of time and 
money trying to maintain our 
downtown and keep the busi- 
nesses diverse,” Major said.

Hess noted that while high 
home assessments make paying 
taxes more difficult, families 
often choose to buy houses in 
Andover as investments, know- 
ing values will rise. 

Mark Spencer of Carriage 
House Studios on School Street 
also spoke in favor of lower 
commercial tax rates, saying 
businesses should not have to 
pay so much when they do not 
add children to the school sys- 
tem and do not have their trash 
picked up by the town. 

“The financial impact of 
commercial property on the 
town is minimal, yet owners are 
forced to pay a much higher bur- 
den than residential property 
owners,” Spencer said. 


Resident Ananth Raman of 
Fossen Way spoke before the 
vote, urging selectmen to keep 
residential rates as low as possi- 
ble. 

“It’s hard for people like me, 
who are hard-working profes- 
sionals, but for whatever reason 
can’t find a job,” he said. 

Major stressed that adjusting 
the tax factor does not change 
the amount of money collected 
by the town, which was deter- 
mined by the budget Town 
Meeting approved in April. 

Symmes said the total levy is 
$75.8 million, $6 million more 
than last year. The sum includes 
$3.5 million in debt overrides to 
pay for construction of schools 
and the public safety center. 

Following Monday’s vote, 
the owner of the average com- 
mercial property, worth $2.5 
million after revaluation, will 
pay about $41,000 in taxes, an 
increase of 5.8 percent.

Students question peers’ truthfulness

Each spring, Andover High 
students are asked to respond to 
an anonymous survey assessing 
risky behavior among teenagers 
in town, with questions address- 
ing topics ranging from drug use 
to depression (see Story, page 1) 
The results are used to modify 
the health curriculum to address 
more prevalent problems, which 
have included concerns spanning 
from seat-belt use to dating vio- 
lence in previous years. Health 
teacher Marilyn Santagati men- 
tions that recently, “my biggest 
concern is the binge drinking.” 
and she also says that marijuana 
use is rising 

Many students, however, 
don’t feel that the results of the 


old female.” 

Treating the survey as a joke 
would unquestionably influence 
the credibility of the results. 
Laura Totten, a junior, states 
that, “You have to determine if 
the majority lie or if the majority 
tell the truth. My perception is 
that the majority lie.” 

“Yeah, I lie on those,” laughs 
one senior girl, “It just doesn’t 
make sense to me. It’s not going 
to help us.” 

The rationale behind why 
teens would answer dishonestly 
vary, although most are intuitive, 
including a desire to reduce the 
survey to a joke or glossing over 
the truth to avoiding underlying 
guilt. “(Teens that lie are) either 
afraid to confess what they do, 


ly coincide with the attitudes dis- 
played in class, elaborating, “We 
seem to be consistently lower in 
risky behaviors than the state 
average, and I believe that’s 
true.” 

Even if these results are accu- 
rate, many teenagers are skepti- 
cal on whether using the infor- 
mation in classes will impact 
older students. “No matter how 
often they teach us, we have our 
minds made up. We’re not gonna 
do it if we’re not gonna do it,” 
asserts Kristin Couture, a junior.

The current projections have 
the town facing a $4 million 
shortfall next year. Should this 
projection hold, the schools 
could need to cut a couple of 
million dollars from next year’s 
budget.

Library privacy 


Record erased when books returned 


Editor, Townsman: 

From reading the recent arti- 
cle in the Andover Townsman 
about the USA Patriot Act 
(“Who knows what you're read- 
ing at library,’ Nov. 28), one 
might infer that the library 
allows its computers to be used 
for illegal activities. Such is not 


wthe case. Anyone using the 


library’s computers agrees to the 
library's “Acceptable Use Poli- 
cy” that includes the statement, 
“The library will not tolerate use 
of its computers in a way that 
violates local, state, or federal 
law.” The library also reserves 
the right to ask users to refrain 
from displaying computer 
images that are inappropriate for 
public viewing. 

Users violating this policy 
are forbidden further use of the 
computers and, if illegal activity 


were involved, the matter would 
be reported to the~police. Any- 
one signing up to use the com- 
puters in the library’s reference 
area must, in fact, enter their 
library card number and click an 
“I agree” statement regarding 
the policy before using the com- 
puter. 

Furthermore, in regard to the 
circulation records of library 
users, anyone concerned can 
simply return the borrowed 
items to erase the record. Since 
Massachusetts is a state that 
exempts circulation records 
from the public record law, once 
borrowed items have been 
returned and any appropriate 
charges paid, there would no 
longer be a record of what was 
borrowed.

Harold Howe 


Former federal education 
commissioner; history 
teacher at PA and 
Andover principal 


Harold Howe, a former 
Andover educator who served as 
US commissioner of education 
under President Lyndon John- 
son, died Saturday, Nov. 30 in 
Hanover, N.H. 

Mr. Howe, who was in his 
early 80s and lived at a nursing 
home in Hanover, was instru- 
mental in increasing federal 
involvement in education. 

As education commissioner, 
he implemented the landmark 
Elementary and Secondary Edu- 
cation Act in 1965, which pro- 
vided unprecedented federal 
funds for US school districts 

Early in his education career, 
he was a history teacher at 
Phillips Academy in Andover 
and later worked as a principal 
at Punchard High School 

Robert J. Stefani, Punchard 
class of 1951, said Howe was 
the principal at Punchard in 
1950 after being recommended 
by Claude Fuess, headmaster at 
Phillips Academy. 

“The Punchard class of 1951 
dedicated our yearbook to Mr 
Howe,” Stefani said.

Air goes out of Warriors’ season

This was definitely not the way 
Andover High football players, coaches 
and fans envisioned the end to the 2002 
season. 

Flying high on the wings of a [9-14 
upset of Billerica, and three victories in 
their previous four games, the Golden War- 
riors entered the annual Thanksgiving Day 
battle with Central Catholic figuring it was 
a toss-up. 

For most of the first half it was just that, 
Andover clinging to a 7-6 lead with less 
than three minutes left in the second quar- 
ter. 

But the entire Merrimack Valley Con- 
ference game pivoted on those three min- 
utes, as Central powerhouse running back 
Matt Maroon broke loose for a 48 yard 
touchdown run to give CCHS the lead for 
good. 

The Raiders then received an immea- 
surable momentum boost on the final play 
of the half, when senior ‘nose guard Bran- 
don Waitt made one of three Central pass 
interceptions at the Andover 27 and 
returned the ball to the end zone for a gift 
score. 

The Golden Warriors, hopes deflated by 
the ill-timed pick, never recovered as Cen- 
tral shrugged off the absence of Maroon 
(ankle injury) to score three unanswered 
second-half TDs on the way to a 42-7 romp 
before an estimated 1,200 fans at frigid 
Lovely Field. 

The loss left the locals with a final 3-8 
record (after an 0-6 start), while potent 
Central clinched a winning season (6-5) 
with its sixth victory in the final seven 
games. CCHS also finished tied for third in 
the league with a 5-3 MVC record. 

The Raiders have now beaten AHS in 
10 of their last 12 Turkey Day games, with 
this 42-7 score the most lopsided in more 
than two decades (Central won by a similar 
42-8 count in 1997). 


Treacherous footing 


Coach Ken Maglio’s Andover crew, 
bothered by the treacherous footing and a 
red-hot Central squad, never got its aerial 
or ground games untracked. 

Quarterback Nick Stamas, so effective 
in the previous six games, completed 6-of- 
23 passes for 69 yards 

Several of his tosses were on target — 
but the intended receiver either couldn't 
hold on in the cold weather or slipped and 
fell on the icy turf. 

Stamas was the locals’ top rusher with 
45 yards, and he scored the lone AHS TD 
midway through the second quarter on a

one yard plunge. 

For most of the first half he steadied the 
Andover offense, using his instincts, ath- 
leticism heart and determination to scram- 
ble away from the Central defense. 

Stamas went to the sidelines with a cut 
lip in the second half, but after receiving 
medical attention he returned to finish the 
game. 

Stamas completed the season with 
1,026 yards passing and 11 touchdown 
tosses. He also led the Golden Warriors in 
scoring with 40 points. 

“Nick played a gutsy game,” said 
Maglio. “He made things happen in the 
first half, despite a gash over a knuckle on 
his right hand that was closed with a butter- 
fly bandage to stop the bleeding. 

“He also hit his chin and mouth at the 
start .of the third quarter, and even though 
his lip was gushing blood he said he want- 
ed to return to the game. With some great 
work by our trainer (Jason Czarnosz) he 
was able to get back on the field.” 


Maroon and Fendone 


The two players least affected by the 
weather and field conditions were Central 
running backs Maroon and Joe Fendone, 
who combined for more than 250 yards 
rushing and four touchdowns. 

Prior to the late first-half ankle injury 
that left him hobbled and leaning on 
crutches along the sidelines in the second 
half, MVC rushing champ Maroon ran for 
137 yards, two TDs and a conversion to 
boost his final season totals to 136 points 
and 1,703 yards rushing. 

“If we can’t stop Maroon it will be very 
hard for us to stop Central,” Maglio had 
admitted going into the game. 

Fendone stepped in and the Raiders’ 
offense didn’t skip a beat, as the junior All- 
State wrestling champ scored second-half

TDs on one and 44 yard runs while rushing 
for 118 yards on just nine carries. 
His second touchdown, which made it 
34-7, was set up by an Andover fumble. 
Matt O’Connell’s 59 yard touchdown 
run three minutes into the fourth quarter 
capped the scoring. 


“I'm proud of the way we played,” said 
Central coach Chuck Adamopoulos. “Our 
offensive line was outstanding. Andrew 
Murphy and Pat Randall opened some big 
holes, and when Maroon went down 
Fendone did a terrific job picking up the 
slack.” 

In the offensive line, Cen- 
tral senior Patrick Wadland of 
Andover started at center and

Maglio comments 


“The field conditions just weren’t in our 
favor — along with the wind — and it 
caused us problems as it also created prob- 
lems for Central,” said coach Maglio, 
whose players helped shovel off the field 
and bleachers the day before the game. 

“We actually controlled the ball for 
much of the first half, even though we had 
trouble getting our footing. Players were 
falling down and slipping all morning. We 
wore turf shoes but it didn’t help. 

“We thought the slick field would work 
to our advantage, but our receivers couldn’t 
make their cuts — and when they did they 
fell down. 

“Stamas couldn’t get solid footing to 
throw. That forced us to run and we didn’t 
get it done on the ground,” said Maglio. 

“Russell Stevens hurt his knee on the 
first series of the game and that was a big 
loss, although we were able to put together 
a nice series and bring the ball down field,” 
said Maglio, 

“Central was just the better team in the 
second half — and we couldn’t do much 
right. They didn’t fool us with anything. 
We knew they'd run right at us and we 
made the hits, but at times their backs bust- 
ed right through and our kids were slipping. 

“With five seconds left in the first half 
we got the ball back and I decided to run a 
play that didn’t work out,” said Maglio. “In 
hindsight we should have taken a knee and 
gone to the locker room trailing only 14-7.” 


Farnham hot 


Andover freshman Buddy Farnham was 
an AHS bright spot on offense, finishing as 
the top receiver in the game with three 
catches for 46 yards. 

Sophomore cornerback John Fox was 
the leading AHS tackler with seven stops 
while sophomore linebacker Nathan 
Wiech, junior tackle Phil Perkins and Sta- 
mas had six each. 

Junior end Jason Shoemaker, junior 
linebacker Devin Trainor, senior nose 
guard Jordan Thibault and Stevens added 
five tackles apiece. 

Stamas and junior end Matt Wolfman 
had a fumble recovery each. 


“Looking at the season overall, the play- 
ers worked hard and the seniors did a good 
job preparing all our young kids for next 
year.

To have her art recognized 
nationally — the art of a mother 
with two college-age children 
and one middle-schooler — is 
something Crocker is proud of. 

She says that most of the 
other winners are men who have 
painted full-time for 30 years. 
“They don’t have to worry about 
the rest of the house and the 
kids,” she says. Her studio, a fin- 
ished porch situated in the back 
of the house gets lots of light 
and is just off of her family 
room, so she can be reached 
quickly.

“I want them to seem 
painterly,” she says. 

Drama and fruit go hand-in- 
hand for Crocker. Like Vermeer 
and Rembrandt, two artists who 


have inspired her, Crocker 
makes regular use of dramatic 
lighting to bring attention to her 
subjects. She says that the large 
version of her watermelon still 
life has even been described as 
“violent.” The fleshy, swirling 
reds jump out at viewers in her 
basement. “It’s kind of violent 
and emotional, and yet it’s just 
watermelon,” she says. 

Crocker’s work is currently 
showing at the Powers Gallery 
in Acton and the Copley Society 
in Boston. Her work appears 
year round at the Christina 
Gallery on Martha’s Vineyard.

bookmark. Ribbon and beads 
(both available at a local craft 
stores) are the materials required. 
Take a piece of ribbon about 18- 
20 inches long, thread a bead 
onto one end, tie a knot in front 
and behind the bead. On the 
other end, tie two or three beads, 
and add a dot of clear drying 
glue at each knot where the knot 
touches the bead. To personalize 
the bookmark, write the person’s 


name using a colorful fabric pen.

Cookie party: Friends and one basic 


recipe for dozens of cookies 


(NAPSA)-Imagine offering 
your holiday guests an assort- 
ment of rich, home-baked cook- 
ies with chocolate, nuts and 
more. Don’t think there is time to 
create such sweet treats? That’s 
what friends are for. 

Organize a cookie baking 
party with two or three friends. 

Andrea MacAlpine, contribu- 
tor to food&family magazine 
suggests this super easy, basic 
cookie recipe with four scrump- 
tious variations to get you started: 


Easy Mix Cookies 

Basic Dough: 
2 cups butter, softened 
1 cup sugar 
4 cups flour 


Mix butter and sugar until 
well blended. Stir in flour. 

Roll, shape or cut dough as 
desired into about 2-inch pieces. 
Place on an ungreased cookie 
sheet. 

Bake at 350°F for 10-14 
minutes or until lightly 
browned. Cool on cookie sheet 
5 minutes. Remove cookies and 
cool on wire racks. 

Yield: About three dozen 
cookies (recipe can be halved or 


doubled) 
Flavor Variations 


Jam Thumbprints: 

Shape basic dough into |-in. 
balls and flatten slightly. Indent 
centers and bake. Fill baked 
cookies with a favorite jam or 
jelly. 


With three basic ingredients and imagination creating a vari- 


ety of holiday cookies can be simple. 


Almond Crescents: 


Stir in a few spoonfuls of 


ground almonds. Form rounded 
tsp. of dough into 2-inch cres- 
cent shapes and bake. Cool. Dip 
one end of each crescent into 
melted Baker's Semi-Sweet 
Chocolate. Place on wax paper 
to dry. 


Jell-O Flowers: 

Use two packets ( 3 oz. each) 
of Jell-O Gelatin Dessert 
instead of sugar. For two differ- 
ent flavors, divide recipe in half 
and use one packet strawberry 
for half and one packet lime for 
the other half. Roll out dough 
and-cut into flowers OF other 
shapes. 


Peanut Butter: 

Add / cup smooth peanut 
butter to butter and use brown 
sugar instead of sugar. Stir ina 
handful of chopped nuts. Pat 
dough into four 8-inch circles 


on cookie sheet and cut into 16 
wedges. Leave wedges in the 
circle and bake for 15 minutes 
To decorate, drizzle each wedge 
with melted semi-sweet choco- 
late. 


Party Tips 

* Mix up at least one batch of 
dough a day in advance to give 
the party a head start. 

*Play festive music to get 
everyone in the holiday spirit. 

¢ Plan on doing a little taste 
testing during the evening. 
Have a pot of coffee ready. For 
extra holiday spice, sprinkle 
cinnamon over the coffee in the 
filter before brewing. 

* Remember to have every- 
one bring cookie tins or freezer 
containers to take the sweets 
home. And give each guest a 
copy of the recipe.

As the holiday season 
approaches, many of people are 
wondering how they'll spend 
the time with their loved ones. 
Increasingly, this means making 
special plans for furry friends. 
More than ever, Americans are 
filling stockings with new chew 
toys, baking pet-friendly treats, 
and dressing their pets in the 
colors of the season. 

No matter how people choose 
to involve their pets in the holi- 
days, there are some basic guide- 
lines for keeping them safe and 
happy. As a service to pet own- 
ers and their animal compan- 
ions, the ASPCA issues a yearly 
list of holiday safety sugges- 
tions.

Keep every- 
thing else — especially alcohol, 
chocolate, coffee, onions, yeast 
dough, salt, and spoiled or 
moldy food — out of reach. 

* Do set aside a safe and quiet

Holly, ivy, mistletoe, and 
poinsettias can be poisonous, 
and candles and loose wiring 
can attract curious pets. 

* Do let the family cat or dog 
romp through wrapping paper 
and boxes, but remove ribbons,

¢ Don’t make the Christmas 
tree an attractive climbing post 
for a cat. Position the tree on a 
wide, flat, and stable base, and 
anchor the tree to a window or 
wall using fishing line. Always 
be sure to decorate with animal- 
safe items such as dried flowers, 
pine cones, or fabric and wood 
ornaments and avoid using pop- 
corn strands, ribbons, tinsel, and 
glass ornaments, which can all 
be deadly if swallowed. 

* Do provide fresh water for 
the pet at all times and be sure 
to keep cats and dogs away 
from Christmas tree water, 
which can contain fertilizers and 
bacteria that can upset a pet’s 
stomach. Simply covering the 
bottom of the tree with a skirt or 
cloth can prevent problems. 

* Don’t let pets drink or walk 
though a puddle of antifreeze. 
Anti-freeze has a pleasant taste, 
but can cause rapid and perma- 
nent kidney damage even if the 
pet drinks a very small amount. 
Clean any spills right away and 
store antifreeze in a tightly 
closed container and out of 
reach. 

* Do include the family pet 
on short trips if it travels well, 
but avoid flying with them. The 
ASPCA claims that over 5000 
pets are injured or killed each 
year because of air travel, most- 
ly due to dehydration and 
extreme temperatures. When 
traveling be sure the pet is wear- 
ing a collar with 10-digit phone 
number so if there is a problem 
the owner can be called. If trav- 
eling by car, give the pet enough 
room to move around, such as in 
a roomy pet carrier; don’t allow 
pets into the front seats of the car 
where they can be injured in an 
accident; stop every few hours 
for so the pet can exercise and 
take care of bathroom needs; 
and provide enough water to 
prevent dehydration.

The adventures of the 
Brickstone Christmas tree

Mark Donohoe and his crew 
at Riverside Landscaping cut, 
moved, set and decorated the 
the tree at Brickstone Square. 

The tree, from Wakefield, is 
85 years old, 100 feet tall, 57 
feet wide, and weighs 14,700 
pounds. 

It took three days to tie the 
tree down, branch by branch, 
with twine. The tree is tied 
down so that it can travel on a 
flatbed truck to Brickstone 
Square. It is a state regulation 
that a tree be no more than 13 
feet wide. It took 12 hours to get 
the tree on the truck, moved, 
and placed at Brickstone 
Square. 

The following day the deco- 
rating started. The tree has

30,000 lights and 700 bows and 
balls. All of Brickstone Square 
including Santa’s Village has 
more than 50,000 lights. 

It took Donohoe and his crew 
of 15 workers from Nov. 12 
until Dec. 1 to get ready for the 
tree-lighting ceremony. That 
includes preparing everything 
from the large tree to 75 smaller 
trees to Santa’s Village. 

Every year, Donohoe has the 
tree recycled. Last year’s tree 
was donated by a veterinarian in 
Tewskbury. Justin Gordon, the 
man who carves all the animals 
from the old trees, made a 
Labrador Retriever for the tree’s 
donatee. 

In the off-season Donohoe 
has the animal carvings decorat- 
ing his front yard.
